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COMMENTS 
Balance Sheet (Exhibit A) 
CASH—GENERAL, $6,656.96 (Exhibit B and 
Schedule 1). It was ascertained that all cash re- 
corded as received had been properly accounted for 
and deposited in the bank. 
Expenditures were made by check from authorized 
warrants, supported by invoices on file. 
The cash balance reconciled with the bank state- 
ment at the close of the municipal year. 


SINKING FUND INVESTMENTS, = $20,000.00 
(Schedule 2). The sinking fund for bond retirement 
was increased this year by the purchase of an addi- 
tional $10,000 in Government Bonds from general 
cash as per vote of last annual meeting. 


TAXES—PROPERTY AND POLL, = $5,163.20 
(Schedule 3, 4 and 5). The tax commitment to the 
Collector was compared with the Assessors’ records. 
The total Commitment was accounted for by cash, 
abatements, tax liens or unpaid taxes as reflected 
on the records of the Collector. 

Payments on prior years, tax liens and tax deeds 
were verified by examination of the cash records. 
1939 and prior years taxes were adjusted through 
the tax reserve as well as the remaining balance on 
old Tax Deeds that were considered to be uncollect- 
able by the Selectmen. 


EXCISE TAX.—The excise tax collections were 
verified from the collectors copies and the amounts 
specified had been deposited with the Treasurer.

An examination was made of 
the savings pass books on the Trust Fund invest- 
ments. No withdrawals were noted for the current 
year. The interest on School Fund was appropriated 
by the Town and applied to the School account. 

BONDS OUTSTANDING, $21,000.00 (Schedule 8). 
The bonds outstanding were reduced .by an appro- 
priation of $1,000.00 during the current year. 

NET SURPLUS, $5,747.45 (Exhibit E). Reference 
to Exhibit A indicates that as at the close of the 
year there was a net surplus in the sum of $5,747.45, 
as compared with a net surplus of $1,886.13 as shown 
a year previous. This represents a beneficial change 
of $3,861.32.

A check of fish and game licenses was not com- 
pleted as the Town Clerk was ill at the time of our 
audit.

Our check of paid bills and payrolls indicated that 
they were proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Records are maintained on withholding taxes de- 
ducted from town employees and monies had been 
deposited monthly with the depository as per regu- 
lations of the Department of Internal Revenue. The 
cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 98.7, 
while all tax accounts collected during 1944, both 
current and prior, amounted to 101.2 per cent as 
against the current commitments. With the excep- 
tion of cash, sinking fund investments, and trust 
funds. no external verification was made of your 
Asset or Liability accounts.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
For the Municipal Year 1944-45 


To the Citizens of Milford: 


School work has been carried along as usual, so 
far as the School Physician has been concerned. The 
regular physical examinations have been given and 
reports of defects sent home. There have been some 
interruptions in the schools, due to communicable 
diseases, but no serious epidemics. Astonishing as 
it may seem, many parents don’t yet realize the ne- 
cessity for reporting these diseases. It might do us 
all good to look up the Public Laws of 1933, Chap- 
ter 1, Paragraph 97, also 1937, Chapter 84, Para- 
graph 12. 

As vaccination time approaches, have you given 
any thought to taking advantage of the free vac- 
cinations offered every year? If you haven’t had 
one for the last five or Seven years, why not do so 
this year? 

How many of us, I wonder, fully realize that Tu- 
berculosis is one of the most serious health prob- 
lems in Maine? The following are facts with which 
we should all become acquainted: 

1. T. B. is caused by a germ—the tubercle bacillus. 

2. T. B. is not inherited. 

o. T. B. often exists without the presence of signs 
and symptoms. . 

4. T. B. is no respecter of persons. 

5. T. B. is curable. 

6. T. B. is preventable. 

The Venereal Diseases form another serious prob- 
lem in our country. As a protection to our boys and 
girls, both at home and abroad, it is our duty to 
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learn all we can about prevention first, and cure, if . 
necessary. Much free literature is available, both 
from the State and Federal government. 

Sanitary conditions continue to be satisfactory, as 
evidenced by reports from the State Departments of © 
Health and Agriculture. 

This year has been a pleasant, successful one. May 
I thank all who have contributed to help make it so.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Milford: 

I herewith submit my sixth annual report of the 
progress, condition, and needs of the schools of the 
Town of Milford. 

Schools opened on September 5, 1944 with only 
one change in the teaching staff. Mrs. Anna Nash, 
teacher of grade three, resigned in August to accept. 
a position in Brewer. She was succeeded by Mrs. 
Eleanor Sherwood, a graduate of Gorham State Nor-. 
mal School. Fortunately there have been no resig- 
nations during the present school year. 

When Miss Tedesco resigned last year it left us. 
with no music teacher for the Main Street School. 
At that time, Mrs. Harold Stone volunteered to carry 
on the work by teaching music one afternoon a. 
week. Mrs. Stone’s offer was gladly accepted with 
the result that the program in music has been suc-. 
cessfully continued up to the present time. When 
a person gives so freely of her time without thought. 
of compensation, she deserves the thanks of every 
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citizen and should receive some tangible reward for 
her services. 

Mrs. Libby and Mrs. Cunningham seended the 
Elementary Workshop course at the University of 
Maine last summer. The purpose of the Workshop 
is to train a few teachers each year in the methods 
of teaching units of work. The unitary method will 
be the basis of a new course of study being prepared 
for the schools of Maine under the direction of Dr. 
William H. Burton. Other teachers will have an 
opportunity to attend the Workshop before the new 
course of study is adopted. 

How Our School Program Can Be Improved 

When people become satisfied with’ conditions as 
they exist, they become complacent and no progress 
is made. Let us take time to analyze our educational 
program in Milford to see where it can be improved. 

As you all know, the pupils of grade one attend 
school in the morning and the pupils of the sub- 
primary in the afternoon. This condition ig not so 
bad for the beginners but certainly the pupils in 
grade one would benefit from a full day of school. 
We recognize that the first years of school are the 
most important because it is at this time that the 
child develops understandings, attitudes, apprecia- 
tions, and skills which will influence his entire life 
both inside and outside of school. Unfortunately it 
will not be possible to offer the first grade a full day 
at school until more adequate building facilities are 
available. | 

Pupils from grade two through grade Six have the 
advantage of having one teacher for each grade, but 
when they reach grade seven they find themselves 
crowded into a room with another grade and with 
only one teacher for both grades. No teacher can 
do his best work when he has over thirty pupils in a 
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room and we have had fifty-eight in the grammar 
room this'year. The graduating class last year had 
only fourteen members and while they were in 
grades seven and eight, the total enrollment for the 
two grades was under forty. For the next six years 
or more the enrollment in grades seven and eight 
will average fifty pupils. 

Teachers such as Mr. Beaulieu, Mr. Abbott, and 
Mr. Billings have done exceptionally well with large 
enrollments but they will all say that much more 
could have been accomplished with only one grade 
in the room. 

It will be possible to divide the upstairs room into 
two classrooms by erecting a partition in the middle 
of the room. When the building was heated with 
hot air, it would have required extensive changes in 
the heating system to provide adequate heat for 
both rooms, but now that a steam plant has been 
installed, both rooms can be heated without chang- 
ing the heating system. The present cloakrooms 
and entrances will not need to be altered. The seat- 
ing arrangement would have to be changed as would 
the location of the blackboards, but no major altera- 
tions would be necessary. 

Before proposing the addition of another teacher 
at the Main Street school, your school committee 
considered the educational and safety needs of the 
children and how to meet them with a minimum 
expenditure of funds. It was decided that the pro- 
posed plan would more adequately meet the educa- 
tional needs of our boys and girls by providing more 
time for individual instruction, allowing approxi- 
mately twice as much time for class periods, and 
giving them much better preparation for high school. 
The safety of the children would be provided for by 
making the fire escape accessible from both rooms. 
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Before we estimate the cost of an additional unit 
let us consider for a few minutes how much it costs 
the town and its boys and girls if they are not ade- 
quately prepared for high school. Let us consider 
the boys and girls first because they are most im- 


portant. Nearly every year there are some pupils’ ° 


in grade eight who cannot be certified for high 
school without having them repeat the eighth grade. 
This is:a great disappointment to the youth and 
often causes him to terminate his schooling. He 
feels that he is not a success and, in compensating 
for his failure, often becomes a problem for his par- 
ents and for the community. Every child should 
be given a fair opportunity to make the best possible 
use of his abilities. There is another group of pupils 
who pass the work of the eighth grade but fail in 
the first year of high school because they have dif- 
ficulty in adjusting themselves to different study 
conditions. This group of pupils needed more in- 
dividual] instruction and guidance in the grades. Then 
there is the pupil who fails one or two subjects in 
high school and requires five years to finish the 
course. A few failures at $122.83 each would cost 
the town more than the éxpense of adding another 
unit to its program. ath 

The estimated additional cost to the town this 
year would be approximately $1,500.00 to provide 
the additional room and to pay the teacher’s salary. 
The addition of one unit should bring the school 
rate above the average for the state and make the 
town eligible for aid from the equalization fund in | 
1946, in which case, the state would pay a large 
share of the cost of the additional unit. 

Looking Forward 

It is not too early for the citizens of Milford to ~ 

formulate plans for the future education of their 
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children. There are several trends which need to 
be considered in making long range plans: 

1. The increasing birth rate during the past few 
years.» i 

2. The return of many defense workers and their 
families to their home towns when the war ends. 
BES Many soldiers who entered the service before 
graduating from high school will wish to complete 
their courses. 

4. Fewer job opportunities for youth will Keep a 
larger percentage in school. 

The increased birth rate and the return of fami- 
lies to town will swell our school population during 
the years immediately following the close of the 
war. The number of ex-soldiers who wish to re- 
sume their work in high school along with the great-. 
er number of boys and girls who will remain in 
school when jobs are not available, will increase tui- 
tion costs. : 

To meet the needs of the future, the State of 
Maine is making plans now which will aid in solving 
the problems as they‘arise. There is a proposal be- 
fore the present legislature to permit towns to unite 
for the purpose of building and operating jointly 
“Area”? secondary schools. Another bill provides 
for the establishment of a school building fund of 
$2,000,000. Under the provisions of these acts and 
of present laws, towns may be permitted to unite in 
building and operating area schools on both elemen- 
tary and secondary school levels. Some authorities 
suggest that 50 per cent of the building costs will be 
paid from Federal funds, 25 per cent from State 
funds, and the remaining 25 per cent by the towns. 
Let us assume that Milford and Bradley wished to 
build and operate an area school which would pro- 
vide for all elementary school pupils from both 
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towns. Such a school would have an enrollment of 
approximately 350 and would employ from ten to 
twelve teachers. Suppose that the building were to 
cost $80,000. Using the percentages given, the two 
towns would contribute a total of $20,000 which, if 
paid over a period of twenty years, would represent 
approximately what the towns are now paying for 
repairs. All costs would be apportioned in propor- — 
tion to the number of pupils from each town. A 
similar arrangement could be made on the second- 
ary school level. 

It should be noted that the proposals before the 
legislature are of a permissive nature and will not 
require towns to operate area schools. I used the 
above illustration merely to show how towns could 
operate such a school. 

School Legislation - 

Important legislative proposals affecting public 
education are before the present legislature. Every 
citizen should keep informed as to the progress of 
various bills now under consideration. Your repre- 
sentative, Mr. Frank Brown, is keeping us informed 
about the various bills and is supporting those that 
will benefit the town. 

Passage of the following bills will help the town 
of Milford by offering more state aid for the support © 
of schools: | | 

1. The MacKinnon Bill, Legislative Document No. | 
901, provides that an additional $110.00 would be 
paid by the state for each teaching position which 
pays a minimum salary of $1,000.00 per year. In 
addition to the $110 for each teaching position, 
towns with school rates between 12 and 26 mills 
would receive additional subsidy based upon the 
effort made by the town to support its school pro- 
gram. - 
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2. “An Act Relating to Reimbursement to Towns 
for Tuition,” Legislative Document No. 499, would 
_ increase the maximum reimbursement by the state 

for high school tuition from the present. $700.00 to 
$875.00. While this bill increases the amount of re- 
imbursement by 25 per cent, tuition costs on the 
average, have increased over 70 per cent (151 per 
cent in Old Town) during the past six years. A 
Committee on Legislation for School Union 90; of 
which Dr. John J. Pearson is chairman, has written 
to our representatives recommending that the 
amount of reimbursement be increased to $1,000.00. 


Finance 
The school rate in Milford was .00096 under the 
average for the state and the town is not eligible 
for equalization next December. However, the in- 
creased appropriation for secondary school tuition 
and the addition of one elementary unit should make ~ 
us eligible for equalization in 1946. 


Maintenance 

A new heating system and stoker were installed 
in the Main Street building last summer. This is 
the first time it has been possible to heat the entire 
building and yet the fuel costs are $128.38 less than 
for last year. Additional insulation was placed over 
the ceiling of the Mayhew building and the entire 
ceiling at the Main Street building was insulated. 
A new lavatory was placed in the boys’ basement at 
the Main Street building and repairs were made in 
the plumbing at both buildings. A shelter was placed 
at the junction of the ‘French Settlement Road’’ 
and Highway No. 2 for the convenience of children 
who have to wait for the school bus. 

The recommended appropriation for repairs will 
provide for the addition of one room at the Main 
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THE PENOBSCOT PRESS. Inc.

All taxpayers should read the following require- 
ment and comply with it. 

Section 70, Chapter 138, Revised Statutes of Maine, 
1930. ; 

“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall 
give reasonable notice in writing to the inhabitants, 
by posting notifications in some public place in 
Town, or shall notify them, in such other ways as 
the Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and 
to bring into them true and perfect lists, of their 
polls and their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner, after such notice, does not bring in 
such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commis- 
sioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he 
offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time ap- 
pointed.”

Cash 

Cash on deposit and subject to check at the close 
of the municipal year was verified at the bank and 
reconciled with the cash balance as reflected on the 
Treasurer’s records. 

A detail examination of all receipts indicated that 
the cash had .been properly accounted for and 
promptly deposited. ~ 


Taxes Receivable 

The 1945 tax commitment was reconciled with the 
Assessors’ records. 

99.4 per cent of the current commitment was col- 
lected in cash, abated, or transferred to tax liens. 

It was ascertained that the Collector had overde- 
posited $17.50, due to a duplicate entry on the collec- 
tion sheets. 

All the prior years’ uncollected personal and poll 
taxes were collected in cash, with the exception of 
one poll tax which was abated. 

Letters of verification were mailed to all outstand- 
ing accounts. 


Tax Liens : 

The total tax liens outstanding at the close of the 
current year, according to the records, amounted to 
$669.45. From an examination of the tax liens on 
file, it appeared that they were valid and the proper 
procedure had been followed. 

Letters of verification were mailed to the outstand- 
ing accounts. 

The detail of tax liens is in agreement with the 
‘control account. ° 7 
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Tax Acquired Property — - 
There was no change recorded during the year in 
the property acquired by tax lien foreclosure. 


Sinking Fund . | 

From the general cash fund, a sinking fund for | 
bond retirement was established by vote at prior 
years’ annual town meetings and this fund now 
equals the outstanding bonds payable. 

The investments of this fund were examined at 
the depository and the interest therefrom was ap- 
plied to the Interest account. 


Bonds Payable 

Of the original AIROITE of $29, 000 issued in 19386, 
$20,000 remains outstanding. Two $1,000 bonds will 
mature each year for the next ten years. Funds nec- 
essary to retire this issue are available from the 
Sinking Fund. 
Suspense Account 

The suspense account carried for several years 
was transfererd to Unappropriated Surplus after ad- 
justing an outstanding account receivable. 


Surplus | 

Unappropriated Surplus was increased by. $730.71 
during the year. The most important factors con- 
tributing to this change were the retirement of 
$1,000 of bonds payable by appropriation, net un- 
expended appropriation balances of $243.27, and sup- 
plemental taxes unapplied of $117.50. A complete 
analysis of the change may be found on Exhibit E 
of this report. 


Trust Funds 

The Cemetery pee Care Funds are invested 
in savings accounts. The income has not been with- 
drawn for two years.

To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Milford: | 

I herewith submit my seventh annual report of 
the progress, condition, and needs of the schools of 
‘the Town of Milford. 

Schools opened on September 4, 1945 with the fol- 
lowing teachers: 

Main Street School: Lionel A. Beaulieu, principal, 
Grade 8; Mabel M. Mayhew, Grade 7; Alice A. John- 
son, Grade 6; Kathryn EH. Madden, Grade 5. 

Mayhew School: Pearle G. Libby, Principal, Grade 
2; Hleanor K. Sherwood, Grade 3; Bernice D. Beal, 
- Grade 4; Ruth K. Cunningham, Sub-primary and 
Grade 1; Ada B. MacDonald, Assistant. 

This year another room was added at the Main 
Street School making it possible to provide separate 
rooms for grades seven and eight. Mrs. Mabel May- 
hew was assigned to grade seven and Mrs. Alice 
Johnson was employed as a teacher of grade 6. Mrs. 
Johnson is a graduate of Farmington State Normal 
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School and had five years’ experience before joining 
the faculty of the Milford schools. 

Mr. Lionel Beaulieu, who was principal of the Main 
Street School from November 26, 1943 to January 28, 
1946, resigned when Mr. Harland Abbott was able 
to return to his former position after having served 
in the army for over four years. Much credit should 
be given to Mr. Beaulieu for the work accomplished 
while principal of the school and for his willingness 
to leave the position just as soon as Mr. Abbott could 
make arrangements to return. 

Mr. Abbott is a graduate of Farmington State 
Normal School and is a very capable teacher. We 
should appreciate the fact that this young man 
should want to return to Milford after having been 
away for over four years and when there are So many 
openings for teachers elsewhere. 


Because of the large enrollment in both the sub- 
primary and first grade, it has been found advan- 
tageous to assign one group for instruction by Mrs. 
MacDonald while Mrs. Cunningham is teaching the 
other group. This arrangement works out very well 
but it has been necessary for Mrs. MacDonald to have 
her classes in the hall where there is very little room. 
It will be possible to provide a combination class- 
room and lunch room in the basement of the May- 
hew building without excessive costs. While this 
arrangement will be far from ideal, no group would 
have to occupy the classroom for an extended length 
of time and it would provide much more room than 
is available at the present time. We shall have to 
expect large entering classes for the next few years 
and it will be necessary to provide room for them. 

Several teachers have developed units of work 
with their classes with very satisfactory results. 
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Each teacher does some work in music or teaches 
a class while Mrs. Libby, Mrs. Stone or Mrs. Johnson 
conducts a class of music in her room. Miss Madden 
teaches art in her own grade and conducts a class in 
grade eight while Mr. Abbott teaches geography in 
her room. Some advantages of departmental teach- 
ing are achieved without destroying the balanced 
program provided for each grade. 


Finance 


A study of the financial statement will reveal that 
there are balances totaling $1,749.52 in the School 
Fund accounts. This amount is $209.07 more than 
the balance at the close of last year’s accounts. This 
favorable financial condition is due to several fac- 
tors: 1. The passage of a minimum salary bill by 
the last legislature which increased the amount of 
state aid by $1,353.40. 2. The increase of tuition 
subsidy from $700.00 to $875.00. 38. A decrease in 
the number of pupils attending high school. 


Milford will again be eligible for aid from the state 
equalization fund next December, and should receive 
a much larger grant in 1947 provided the school rate 
this year is equal to or above the average for the 
state. The average of all school rates for the past 
year was 18 mills and it is estimated that the aver- 
age will be approximately 20 mills this year. Mul- 
tiplying the state valuation of Milford, which is $660,- 
940.00, by 20 mills gives $138,218.80. Your school 
committee has recommended appropriations of $13,- 
300.00 for the school fund accounts which should be 
sufficient to make the town eligible for equalization. 
It should be remembered that a town with a school 
rate even a fraction of a mill below the state aver- 
age receives no equalization aid. 
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Maintenance 

By constructing partition through the center of 
the second floor classroom of the Main Street school, 
it was possible to provide an additional classroom 
with a minimum expenditure of funds. The rooms 
were redecorated; new blackboards were installed; 
and the seats were rearranged to provide for proper 
lighting. The factor of safety was not overlooked 
because the pupils from both rooms have separate 
entrances and the fire escape is easily accessible 
from each room. 

Two rooms at the Mayhew building were redeco- 
rated and temporary repairs were made on the fur- 
naces. 

Your attention is called to the unsatisfactory and 
unsafe condition of the furnaces at the Mayhew 
building. These furnaces are burned out and should 
be replaced at once with a heating plant that is both 
safe and adequate. It is recommended that a steam 
plant similar to the one at the Main Street building 
be installed during the summer. We have realized 
a saving of over $100.00 a year in fuel costs at the 
Main Street building and comparable savings could 
be made at the Mayhew building. 


School Lunch 

The lunch program has been continued this year 
under the supervision of Mrs. Libby and the skillful 
management of Mrs. Carson. Now that Congress has’ 
made another appropriation for school lunches, we ~ 
should be able to continue the program in the Mil- 
ford schools. 

The school department is appreciative of the fa- 
cilities that have been provided at the town hall but 
feels ‘that the lunch program should be carried on 
at one of the school buildings. Your committee has 
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studied the situation and recommends that a com- 
bination lunch and classroom be provided at the 
Mayhew building. It will be possible to provide a 
room approximately fifteen by forty feet by erecting 
one partition in the basement. The room can be 
heated by steam and an electric range would pro- 
vide cooking facilities that would be safer and cer- 
tainly should be no more expensive than our present 
wood burning range. 


_No-School Signal 

erate caients have been made with the Fire De- 
partment and the Bangor Hydro-Electric Company 
to sound a no-school signal at 7:20 A. M. on days 
when there_is to be no school in the forenoon, and 
at 12:20 P. M. when there will be no afternoon ses- 
sion, The Milford signal consists of two long blasts, 
an interval, and then two long blasts. This signal 
will be sounded at the same time the Old Town sig- 
nal is given.

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Report of Health Officer 


For the Year 1945-1946 


The war is over, officially, but there are still some 
of the same old enemies on the home front which 
have to be fought, year in, year out. | 

Communicable diseases are still in the front line 
of battle, but fortunately we have had no serious epi- 
demics. Many parents have taken more responsi- 
bility upon themselves in the reporting of these dis- 
eases, but even yet, aS a community, we should ask 
ourselves the following questions: 


1. Are we complying with the law by reporting 
all cases of communicable disease to the health 
officer? 


2. Are we supporting the health officer’s efforts 
at communicable disease control? 


3. How many cases of communicable disease were 
reported in your town in 1945? 


4. Do these figures agree with your impression of 
the actual number of cases? 


As a Public Health measure, there is to be a clinic 
for chest x-raying in this section, sometime in April. 
Why not take advantage of this free chance to be 
checked up, especially if there are any T. B. suspects 
or contacts in your family? 

Plans are also under way for a diphtheria immu- 
nization clinic to be held sometime soon. Here is a 
chance to help protect ourselves against another of 
our dread foes. 
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Free vaccinations will be offered all citizens on 
or about May 1. ; 

Life seems to be becoming increasingly intricate, 
what with its problems of housing, returning service 
men, unemployment, etc. Whether we like it or not, 
some of our former. ways of living have changed 
overnight and we must become reconciled to petty 
annoyances and inconveniences, for a while at least. 
If we can’t obtain. all the meat we desire, for in- 
stance, we may find comfort in the thought that our 
State of Maine is one of the. 18 that have passed 
“enrichment” laws, making compulsory the enrich- 
ing of all white bread and family flour. Thus, we are 
assured that the amount of thiamine, iron, riboflavin 
and niacin supplied by enrichment will cause a great 
improvement in the American diet. The 30 daily 
shares of protein the average man is supposed to re- 
quire may be obtained from the various sources 
(other than meat) of: liver sausage, tongue, canned 
meats, milk, cheeses, eggs, fish, dried peas and beans, 
peanut butter, cereals, bread, macaroni and other 
wheat and oats products. 

More specific questions for our consideration con- 
sist of: 

1. A place to dump waste disposal. 

2. How shall this waste material be disposed of— 
by collection or otherwise? 

3. Disposal of sewerage. 

All of this requires funds to maintain and operate 
in accordance with the wishes of the citizens, and 
the amount of money they wish to raise and appro- 
priate for such purposes should be given careful 
thought. 

Satisfactory reports continue to come in from the 
State Department as to our milk and water Supplies. 
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On the whole, this might be called a successful 
year, so far as health has gone, due to the coopera- 
tion and fine spirit of all with whom I have worked, 
especially the school superintendent and teachers. 
May I express my thanks and appreciation to all.

Have we done anything this year in the way of 
fostering a health program which was bigger and 
better, every day, in every way? Are we, as citi- 
zens, familiar with the special activities carried on 
by the State, in our behalf? Among some of these 
facilities, which affect all of us, in one way or an- 
other, and which are available to all of us, are: 

Communicable Disease Control; 

Dental Health; 

Diagnostic Laboratory; 

Maternal and Child Health 

Public Health Nursing 

Sanitary Engineering; 

Services for Crippled Children; 

Tuberculosis Control; 

Venereal, Disease Control; 

Vital Statistics. 

It is trite to say that Prevention is easier than 
Cure, but it is an accepted fact, so— 

Why not be skin-tested and then x-rayed for tu- 
berculosis at the April clinic, if there are any tuber- 
culosis contacts or suspects in the family? If there 
is nothing wrong, the x-ray will give you the See 
faction of KNOWING. 

Why not see to it that all members of your family 
who have not been vaccinated within the last 5 to 7 
years take advantage of the free clinic on or about 
May 1? 4Don’t forget that smallpox COULD be 
brought to Maine, and still should be guarded 
against. 

Why not report the communicable disease that 
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some member of your family may have, thus guard- 
ing your friends and neighbors from exposure to 
something which might be fatal to them, even though 
your own case is very light? 

Thanks to the interest and cooperation of those 
concerned, our milk and water supplies continue to 
pass satisfactory tests, and sanitary conditions in 
general are encouraging. 

As the summer looms upon us, let us be on the 
alert against the following: 

Drowning; 

Carelessness on the highway; 

Carelessness about food and drink (perishable 
food, etc.) 

Severe sunburn; 

Ivy poisoning. 

I sincerely appreciate the aid of those with whom 
I have worked and wish to express my thanks to all 
- who have helped in making this year a successful 
one.

I herewith cuimit my first annual report of the 
progress, condition and needs of the schools of the 
Town of Milford. 

Schools opened on September 8, 1946, with the 
following teachers:

There were three vacancies in the teaching staff 
this year caused by the resignations of Mr. Abbott, 
Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Beal. The position left by 
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Mr. Abbott was filled by Miss June White who was 
the successful principal at Bradley for several vears. 
The vacancy in Grade 6 caused by the resignation of 
Mrs. Johnson was filled by Mrs. Mary Hliza™e h Lis- 
comb, a teacher with a background of teaching ex- 
perience including twenty-seven years in Bar Ha. _r. 
In grade 4, the position left by Mrs. Beal was filcd 
by Mrs. Nellie Moores, a graduate of Washington 
State Normal School with highly successiul teach- 
ing experience in Bar Harbor and Danforth. 

The progress of the schools has been generally 
satisfactory. One thing, however, seems to me to be 
creating a condition which may and probably will 
retard the prozress cf the children throughout our 
own school system and in other systems where they 
may ke later. The plan of staggering in the time of 
the sub-primary and first grade is robbing the chil- 
dren in the first grade of half of their much needed 
time. The first few years of school are in my judg- 
ment the most important years in the school life of 
the children. The sub-primary is the grade in which 
reading readiness should be established. The trage- 
dies in our schools resultinz from children being 
forced to read before they are ready are far too nu- 
merous. Grades 1 2 and 38 are important because 
in those grades the children should learn to read. 
No child who is mentally capable of reading up to 
grade level should be allowed to enter grade 4 until 
he is akle to read at that grade level. Grade 4 is the 
place where the children start to read to learn. Up 
to that point, they learn to read, but in the fourth 
grade they begin to have definite textbook assign- 
ments which require the ability to read. The child 
who is subjected to the regular fourth grade pro- 
gram before he can read is doomed. He will get only 
a small part of the work of that grade, and from 
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then on, he keeps falling behind in each successive 
grade until he does practically nothing in the upper 
grades. Our schools should endeavor in as far as 
possible to eliminate these tragedies from our school 
life. To this end, I hope that we may give back to 
the first graders the time which has been taken away 
from them. 

Finance 

An examination of the financial statement shows 
that there isa net balance of $805.27. This is not 
so much as was anticipated because of two reasons. 
The cost of conveyance was higher than was ex- 
pected, and the amount of state aid was lower than 
the estimates of last March. 

Next year, the costs of education are bound to see 
an increase. The minimum salary of $1,500 for 
teachers will mean an increase of $1,800 to the town, 
and the increase of the legal tuition rate for second- 
ary schools from $125 to $150 per pupil per year will 
cost the town an additional amount of about $1,250. 
Bills are before the legislature providing for these 
two increases, and there seems to te little question 
about their passage. The appropriations recom- 
mended by your committee have anticipated these 
increases and have been figured so that the balance 
of $805.27 will be used to meet next year’s budget. 
Raising the amounts recommended will enable the 
schools to maintain a minimum program throughout 
the year and to be guaranteed the extra state aid 
from the equalization fund which will amount to 
$1,643. 

Maintenance 

The interior of the Mayhew building was painted 
last summer, a Supply room was built from the lum- 
ber that was salvaged from coal.bins torn out in an- 
ticipating the installation of an oil-burning heating

system, a lunch room was made and kitchen equip- 
ment was installed. After the lunchroom was con- 
structed, there seemed to be danger that it might 
be rendered unfit to use by the water coming i2rough 
the foundation walls and standing on the floor ~ a 
depth of four or five inches for several weeks in t °c 
fall and spring. To meet this problem, the wall wa~ 
water-proofed on both outside and inside in the 
places where the leaks had developed. The process 
was so effective that during the wet weather and 
thaws that we have had, there has been no water 
on the basement floor at any time. Next summer, 
we hope to complete the water-proofing and con- 
struct a water-shed around the outside of the build- 
ing. This, we hope, will prevent water standing on 
the basement floor and thus eliminate a nuisance of 
years standing. The heating system which we hoped 
to get last summer has just arrived, and the installa- 
tion will be completed in the near future. With oil 
heat in the building, the basement can be cleaned 
so that it is quite probkakle that it will te approved 
for use aS a classroom. This, however, is a part of 
the program for next summer along with the water- 
proofing and some painting in the Main Street 
School. 
School Lunch 

The school lunch under the same sponsorship as 
last year, has been highly satisfactory. If the school 
lunch program continues to receive government sub- 
sidy, the lunch room will be well equipped. 


No-School Signal 
Arrangements have been made with the Bangor 
Hydro-Electric Company and with the Fire Depart- 
ment to sound no-school signals at 7:20 A. M. for 
no school in the forenoon, and at 12:20 P. M. for 
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no school in the afternoon. The Milford signal con- 
sists of two long blasts, an interval, and two more 
long blasts. This signal will be given at the same 
time that the Old Town signal is given.

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COMMENTS 
Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Milford 


March 1, 1946 to February 28, 1947 
CASH 

The examination made of all recorded receipts 
and bank deposits indicated that all cash received 
had been properly accounted for and promptly de- 
posited in the bank. 

The cash balance at the close of the municipal year 
was on deposit at the Hastern Trust and Banking 
Company, Old Town Branch: and the check book bal- 
ance was reconciled with the bank statement as of 
February 28, 1947. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants 
signed by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
Charity cases of the Town of Lincoln make up this 
account. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
and the warrant of commitment of the 1946 taxes 
was found to ke in agreement with the records of 
the Assessors. 

Cash collections, abatements, and transfers to tax 
liens accounted for 99.87 per cent of the current 
commitment. 

Payments received and azatements made on prior 
years’ uncollected taxes accounted for approximately 
60 per cent of the outstanding accounts, leaving a 
balance of $139.38 still unpaid. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a repre- 
sentative number of the outstanding tax accounts. 
TAX LIENS : 

The examination made of payments on tax liens 
indicated they were properly recorded. 
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The tax liens on file were found to have been 
properly recorded. 

The current year’s tax liens had not been returned 
from the office of the Register of Deeds where they 
had been sent for recording. 

Requests for verification were mailed on all unpaid 
lien accounts. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 

The amount of $1,050 was realized from the sale of 
two parcels of property acquired by the Town through 
tax lien foreclosure proceedings. The loss of $476.60 
sustained on these sales was charged to Unappro- 
priated Surplus. 

The changes in this account are ead on Sched- 
ule A-4 of this report. 


- SINKING FUND 

The investments of this Fund, consisting of U. S. 
Treasury, Series G, Bonds, were examined. Interest 
received from these investments was credited to the 
Interest account. 


BONDS PAYABLE 

Of the original amount of $29,000 of bonds: issued 
in 1936, $18,000 remains outstanding, which matures 
$2,000 annually for the next nine years. The funds 
-necesssary to retire this issue are available from the 
Sinking Fund. 

The examination made of matured bonds and in- 
terest coupons indicated they had been paid as they 
became due. 


SURPLUS 

At the close of the municipal year, the Town had 
a Net Surplus of $12,061.33. Of this amount, $3,- 
808.19 has been set aside for definite purposes, leav- 
-ing an Unappropriated Surplus of $8,253.14. 
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The items making up that portion of the Surplus 
which is appropriated are shown on. sige sta: D of this 
report. | 

An analysis of the change in the Unappropriated 
Surplus for the year under review is shown on Ex- 
hibit E of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS | 

The examination made of the savings books cover- 
ing the investment of the Cemetery Perpetual Care 
Funds indicated that for several years the interest 
has been allowed to accumulate. 

The Ministerial and School Fund has been used by 
the Town. Interest is appropriated by the Town 
and applied to the Common School account. 


GENERAL 

The corporate surety bonds furnished by the -va- 
rious Town officials. were examined and found to be 
in order. 


The Overlay of $1,025.31 was within the ee limit 
and was applied to the Contingent account in ac- 
cordance with the vote at the town meeting. 

The excise tax collections were verified by exami- 
nation of the records of the Collector. The revenue 
from this source was applied to the Town Road ac- 
count in accordance with the vote at the annual town 
meeting. | 

All unexpended balances required by law to be car- 
ried forward, and the unexpended balances on un- 
finished projects, have been carried forward to the 
1947 municipal year. 

The paid bills and payrolls examined appeared to 
be proper charges and correctly recorded. 

The records of the Town officials appeared to be 
in a Satisfactory condition.
